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Ns.-iiiviU-E, July 29. 

A bill passed tbe Slate Senate to day 
unanimously expresaing the inability of 
Ihe State to meet its interest, and provid- 
ing for funding the State debt, principal 
and interest, due and to become due in 
three years, in thirty-year bond* at six 
per cent interest, pavable io Nashville. 

The House bill to abolish the Financial 
Beard passed unanimously. 

In tbe Senate a resolution was offered 
to raise a joint committee to wait upon 
tbe Governor and ask him to recommend 
tbe removal of political disabilities from 
disfranchised citizens of Tennessee.

The demonstration in honor of Senator 
llendricks. at Indianapolis, last Tuesday 
evening, ia described as having been the lar- 
gest and most imposing that ha* ever been 
made on any similar occasion in that city.

It is 
Uuw more than three years since any man 
upon the land or upon the sea refused to 
bow iu the presence of the liag of our 
country. During all these years we were 
entitled to peace, with its attendant bless- 
ings. It had been achieved in battle — it 
had been conceded in surrender. Who 
have refused it. and why has it been de- 
nied'? 8weet and gen'Ie peace has been 
driven from our land, and cruel discord 
and strife have been invoked. By whom, 
aud lor what end? 

THE .'OCTH IV 18C5. 

The Southern armies sarrendereJ in 
April, iPi'O. The war waj then over. 
But, in the language of Mr. Lincoln, I 
the practical relations of tbe Southern 
Stales to the Federal Union were yet dis- 
turbed. When Mr. Johnson came in a* 
Bresident he took steps to restore these 
practical relations, and thus to restore 
harmony in all the framework of the Oov- 
ernment That was in the spring and 
summer of I'ti.). The people of the 
South accepted bis policy. They amend- 
rd tbeir constitutions and modified tbeir 
laws so as to declare slavery abolished, 
recession a fallacy, and that the Coufed- 
e.'Lte debt should nut be paid. They 
seqniesced in the results of the war, and 
complied with every demand then made by 
ihe Ncrtb. (luiet and order everywhere 
prevailed 1 he North was then generous, 
and the South yielding and patieuL Uar- 
nicny prevaiied between the races. Hope 
revived, and reconciliation was almost 
triumphant. Aa late as September, ISGo, 
Governor Morton, speaking ol the prog- 
ref's of resloralion, said; 

“ 1 desire, in the litAl place, to remark 
that to me tbe general condition of th-s 
country is moat prom;sing and favorable. 

“I koowtbere are those whotakegloomy 
views ot what is called tbe work of recon- 
struction, but to me tbe prospect is most 
encouraging. Tbe war terminated sud- 
denly, and the submission on tbe part of 
tbe people of the Southern States has been 
more complete and sudden than I had ex- 
pected.'' 

Three months later, in a report made to 
the President, General Grant said 

“Both in traveling and while stopping 
I saw much and ccnversi-d freely with the 
citizens of those States, as well as with 
tfficersof the army who have been among 
them. The fullowing are the conclusions 
eor.:e to by me: 

“1 am satisfied that the mass of thinking 
men ot the South accept the present situ- 
ation of nff'uirs in good faith. Tbe ques- 
tions which have heretofore divided the 
sentiments of the people of the two sec- 
licns— slavery and States' rights, or the 
right ol a State to secede from the Union — 
they regard as havir.g been settled forever 
by the highest tribunal— arms— that man 
can resort to. I was pleased to learn j 
from Ibe hading men whom I met that , 
they not only accepted the decision arriv- 
ed at as final, hut, that now the smoke ot 
hatlie Las cleared away, and time has 
been given for r* llection, that this decision 
has been a fortunate one for tbe whole 
ccuniry, they receivirg the like benefits 
! from it with those who opposed them in the 
I fiel'l aud in the causa. 

“.My observations lead me to tbe con 
clueion that the citizens of the Southern 
Stales aie an.\ious to return to self-gov- 
ernment within Ihe I nionas soon as pos- 
sible. • « 

“It is to he regretted that there cannot 
be a greater commingling al this lime be 
tween tbe citizens of the two sections, aud 
particularly of those intrusted with the 
law making power." 

In his testimony before the Impeach- 
ment Committee, Gen. Grant said. 

"1 know that immediately after tl'C close 
of the rebellion there was a very line feel- 
ing manifested in the South, and I thought 
we ought to take advantage of it as soon 
as possible." 

IIHASt's “I'EAt e'' rou THE SOUTH. 

Such was the condition of the South in 
the full of iMjj. We then had peace; 
confidence was being restored, and hope 
stimulated. Trade was reviving, and 
Not them capital sought Southern invest- 
ment, and Southern labor welcomed capi- 
tal as its helpmate. The authority of law 
wax absolute, and obedience to it was gen- 
eral and cheerful. Unce more tbe sections 
were reconciled, tbe people in harmony 
and tbe States restored. You bad de- 
niBiided of the people of the South ac- 
quiescence in the results of the war. and it 
was yielded. In tbe moat solemn forms 
■ bat any people can adopt, slavery was 
forever prohibited, the right of secession 
and the Confederate debt were repu- 



dialed, and the constitutional authority 
of the United .States recognized. What 
further demands did you make a* 
condilior.s of restoration ? Nt»ao 
whatever Did yon then demand that th.s 
negroes be clothed with political privi- 
while men be stripped 
thereof in suSicient numbers to throw the 
political power in the hands of the ne- 
groes? Whatever you may now demand 
under the dictation of party leaders, you 
know that you made no such demand then 
It was iu that hour of hope and bright 
promise, when the work of restor.alion was 
nearly completed, that the party leaders 
proclaimed that it should not he; that 
peace should not remain; that they had 
Irrui® nud conditions to prescribe and 
that there should be no peace, nor restora- 
t.on, nor Union, except upon tbeir terms 
and conditions. Then was established 
that engine of evil and corruption, the 
I-reedmen's Bureau, which, at tbe cost of 
many millions lo the people, served as a 
political machine to array the black 
against the white race, and through loyal 
leagues and secret, oath-bound organizs- 
tiips to consolidate the negroes info a 
political parly, and arrayed them in hos- 
t.Iily to It!- white race, so that hatred an l 
distrust prevailed where harmony and 
confidence had been, which ha* br'ciight 
discord and strife Ijetween the colored la 
borer and bis employer, so that produc- 
tion bas fallen off, and enterprise la; - 
guishes. The Aureau tieil the bands and 
leet of the white men, and demoralized 
the negroes, and brought no good to 
either race, and all at the cost of many 
millions to the people. The army of its 
officers were clothed with almost military 
P‘iwcr; they stood between the laws and 
tbe people, and dictated what should be 
the Hate of society. Thi* was the first 
step from a stale and condition of peace 
and harmony to a state of hostility and 
strife. Then came the series of meas- 
ures known as the reconstniction 
acts, which, putting away all disguise and 
making the military supreme, established 
a state of hostility bordering on war. The 
governments of ten Slates were stripped 
of tbeir ancient prerogatives, their legis- 
lative, executive, aud judicial aulliority 
were trampled into the dust; where the 
judge sat as a military officer aits, and 
for a jury, selected from the plain and 
honest people of the country, there is 
substituted a board of officers, organized 
to convict. Their proceedings and judg- 
ments are not controlled by law, but only 
by their pleastire. In one case the terri- 
ble practice of tbe dark ages, tbe use of 
tbe torture, to compel witoe.sses to tes- 
tily, Was resorted to, and in anolher case, 
fur the offense of assault and battery with 
intent to incite a riot, the parties were 
banished — a mode of puniabmeut long 
since disused among civilized nation*. 

When the ancient and honored writs 
and proceedings of the courts, which 
have protected the liberties of our race 
for so many centuries, are suspended; 
when the laws are sileuoed, and ten mil- 
lions cf people are governed by the sword, 
it is not peace — it is a state of hostility. 
Doyoa approve all thia? Have you been 
mane more prosperous and happy by it? 
If nut, then place men in power who will 
bring the fruits and bles.sings of peace. 
Von can not look to General Grant for it, 
bfcause he ha* approved and adopted all 
this policy by becoming tbe candidate of 
the men who established it 

THE BILL TO ARM THE XEnROE*. 

Within a f«w days past the same men 
have passed through the Senate a most 
dangerous act. calculated, if not intended, 
to bring strife and blooislied. The sec- 
tion ia as follows: 

Sec. 9. And be it further euacted, That 
iLe Srcretary ot War be, and be is hereby 
authorized and required to deliver to the 
Governor cf each State represented in the 
Congress of tbe United Stales, at the seat 
ol government of such State, a* manyier- 
viceahle Springfield rilled muskets of cal- 
iber 58, with accouterments aud equip- 
ments complete, as the Governor of nuch 
Slate shall require fur the use of the 
militia therein, not exceeding 
tbe number hereinafter specified for 
each State, namely; Maine, 7,00;i; New 
Hampshire, u.OOO; Vermont, 5,000; Mass- 
achusetts, 12,000; Rhode Island, t.OlM); 
Connecticut, 0,000; New York, 33.000, 
New Jersey, 7,000; Pennsylvania, 26,000; 
Delaware, 3,0t'0; Maryland, 7,000; West 
Virginia. 5,000; Ohio, 21,000; Indiana, 
13,000; Illinois, 17,(K)f(: Michigan, 8,i»09: 
Wisconsin, 8,000; Io»'a, 8,000; Minnesota, 
■t, 0 W); Missouri, 1 1,(K)0; Kansas. .3,000; Ne- 
braska, 3,000; Nevada, 3,U00; California, 
5.000; Oregon, 3,000; Kentucky, 11,000; 
TeLLessce, 10,000; North Carolina, 9,000; 
South Carolina, 0,000; Georgia, 10,000; 
I'lotida, 3,000: .Mabama, 8,000; Arkan- 
sas, 5,000, and Loui.siara, 7,000; and tbe 
same shall be delivered only upon the 
certificate of the (iovernorof such State, 
showing to the satisfaction of the Secre- 
tary of War that the regiments and com- 
panies for which the same are required 
are duly organized of loyal citizens of 
such Stale, under the laws thereof; and 
said muskets, acoutremerits, and equip- 
ments shall remain tbe property ot tbe 
I'niled States, subject to the control of 
Congress." 

WHOM IT WAS tXTEXDED TO ARM 

It has long been the policy of the U nited 
States to distribute arms among the 
States, not by special, but under general 
and permanent laws; but you will observe 
that this propos tion is to distribute in 
extraordiaary numbers. The number of 
"rified muskets of caliber fifty eight, with 
accoutrements and equipments com- 
plete,'’ to be distributed under this bill, is 
two hundred and forty-six thousand, and.

And when 
can we return to a specie basis, if the 
fpecie be constantly withdrawn ? Oar re- 
liable remedy is in an increase of produc 
tion, e-specially of those great staples that 
command tbe foreign mozkeL Then tbe 
specie will How to our shores in payment 
for our productions, then we wilt 
sell more than we buy; aud then 
our financial difficulties will rapidly dis- 
appear. aud we will soon stand upon a 
specie basis. To thi. end we want peace, 
reconciliation and barniuny. Let mild 
laws, justly administered, take tbe place 
of tbe false political philosophy which, by 
strained and urnatural measures, seeks 
ends that are not practicable. Let us 
have stability of laws and policy, so that 
capital can be securely invested and en- 
terprises safely undertaken and prosecut- 
ed. We can now adopt tbe sentiment so 
tamiliar to you all, “That whoever can 
make two ears of corn or two blades of 
grass grow upon a spot of ground where 
only one grew 'jefore, would de.ierve bet- 
ter of mankind, and do more essential 
service to his country, than the whole race 
of politicians put together."

States three million six hundred and nine- 
ty thousand dollars. If nothing extra- 
oidiuury and dangerous be intended by 
this measure, why is the distribution of 
arms iu usual numbers, and under tbe old 
law, not allowed? Son will aiso ob- 
servil that three States are omit 
ted— Virginia, Mississippi, and Texas. 
Why that omission? They have not re- 
constructed under tbe Congressional plan, 
acd according to a late law, passed over 
(he President's veto, ate nut permitted to 
tak. any part in electing the President 
this fall. Therefore it is not necessary to 
aim tbe partisans of Congress in those 
States. You will also observe that tbe bill 
has tbe further extraordiaary provision 
that tbe arms and accoutrements are to 
be delivered only to such conipauies a* 
the Governor ol the Slate shall certify to 
be “organized of loyal citizens. In tbe 
political language of the times, the word 
loyal, as used by Congres.*, has a well- 
known meaning. It includes all negroes 
It excludes all whites who do not support 
CougrcES. In the South it is not re- 
stricted in meaning to tbe whites 
who opposed secession and rebel- 
lion, but iucludes some who aban- 
doned seats in Congress to go out with 
their States, and many who urged seces- 
sion upon tbeir States, and by letters, 
speeches, and iniiammatory appeals, ia- 
duced tbe young men to rally under the 
Soutbern tlag — many who helped to fill 
■ be Richmond aud Andersonville prisons 
— many who sought and held office under 
the Southern Confederacy, and some who 
were blockade-runners. These, profess- 
ieg devotion to tbe radical cause and ha- 
tred of their late associates, are pardoned 
by hundreds, aud again clothed with all 
political rights by s(iecial acts of Con- 
gress These and Northern adventurers, 
and the negroes, are tbe loyal element of 
Southern society in the Congressional 
sense, and to ihtiii tbe rifled guns are to 
be given. The proposition to postpone 
the operation of the act until after the 
Presidential election was voted down with 
derision in tbe Senate.

Thus it stands that, at the cost of a|l 
the people, immediately before a Presi 
denlial election, and with a view to it, 
one class are to be armed against another 
class, BO that they may Lave tbe ma*tery 
and cor.truL What do you men Bay ? 
Was it not enough that by acts of Cou- 
gresB the political suprema< y was given 
the negro, so that they not only govern 
ten States, but control the votes ot those 
States for President, aad may tbuB 
each fourth year decide the Presidential 
election. Must they also he brought into 
military organizations, aud armed with 
the most form idablc weapons of death, to 
drive and destroy the race they are taught 
to hate ? With what sentiments of horror 
will you be seized, should you, iu the dark 
future, come to know that you indorsed 
by your voles a policy that crushes tbe 
white race under a slavish fear, or In- 
volves the two races in a bloody aud bru- 
tal war for the supremacy? "l-et 
us Lave peace, and to that eud 1 implore 
your support of tbe men and policy that 
promote it. The bill to whieh 1 refer is 
}ct iu the House, to be considered at the 
September session. 

In the presence of the men of the 
Northwest, 1 need not stop to prove that 
it is to tbeir special dauiage and loss that 
reconciliation and restoration have been 
defeated. As tbe water runs from the 
north to the south, so our trade bos the 
same natural tendency. Do uot the Ohio 
and Mississippi invite our weighty and 
bulky commodities for u Southern mar- 
ket? We want immediate peace and har- 
mony, that the South may again be pros- 
perous and able to buy from us the pro- 
ductions of our machine shops and of our 
rich lands. Every machinist and manu- 
facturer and farmer in Indiana has a di- 
rect interest in this question. There 
ought to be no strife between ihe produc- 
tions of the different sections of our 
country.

Tie adjustment on liberal terms of the 
regulations of trade on the coutiuent. 

Such arrangements of lines of ocean 
steamers between San ITanciscoand China 
and across the Atlantic Ocean, as shall 
^•cure means of cummuoication between 
Fori-pe and Asia, acros.-' the Coatinent of 
N -.'rth America by connected lines of rail- 
's ay and ocean steamers— as regular and 
as convenient as those between city and 
city epon the same continent — on the 
completion of the lines of railway now 
built, or in progress, between Ilalifux and 
Francisco. 

The CcDveotion will embrace public 
men of the country.

Mnch baa been said on all aides of this 
question. Tbe Directors of tbe two roads 
will art in the interest of tbe stock- 
holders. The city mnat look to hers. 

Unquestionably it ia to tbe iuterest of 
the two roads lo form a connection. As 
cotemoD carriers their interesta are iden- 
tical, tl e only diflereu(« being that tbe 
Lou;sville and Nashville, being tbe lari-er 
corporation, is perhaps more deeply la- 
uieeud in making tbe connection tbsn 
tbe Loniaville, Cincinnati, and LexingtoD 
roaiL

It hardly need be said that 
Ibe gcod of (be Tenth Ward, in common 
with every true liemocral in Loulaville, 
heartily deprecate tbe occurrence to 
which we allude. At tbe worst stage 
tbe disturbance, Dr. Kalfus mounted the 
htand and spp>eal«fd to the disorderly por- 
■ion of tie crowd to be respectful to Col.

In tbe last number of I.ipiKiieott's ilng- 
a: -ne tbe Rev. Samuel W. Imffield has an 
Biticle on the subject of “rUnchette”, in 
which be Bays; 

So far as I am aware, tbe esrliest men- 
tion of Plsncheile ie in an anonymous 
novel, “Who Breeke, Pavs,” republished 
among the Tanebnit-x volumes in 1881 as 
a Btacdard book. Tbe description Is ac- 
lurate, tbongh ebort.
